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Council on Aging explores Senior Center expansion

A Council on Aging Board meeting was held on 
September 24th at the Agawam Senior Center to hold 
a group discussion about the Senior Center construc¬ 
tion/expansion project. 

Members of the Council on Aging Board were pres¬ 
ent, along with invited participants, including Town 
Council members, Agawam Housing Authority staff, 
representatives from Friends of the Senior Center (a 
fundraising organization), representatives from the 
two Golden Age Clubs, Senior Center staff, State 
Representative Daniel Keenan, and Rosemary 
Sandlin, Administrative Assistant to Linda Melconian. 

COA Chairman Donald Morris gave a welcome and 
asked for introductions. Peter Forastiere, a volunteer 
as well as chairman of the Building Committee, 
offered guidelines for discussion, current status, and 
future project planning. 

Richard Mundo, director of the Senior Center, pro¬ 
vided a history of the Senior Center, operating and 
usage statistics, and trends and changes in senior cit¬ 
izen needs. 

The next phase of the meeting related to program¬ 
ming, assessing future needs, and creating a “wish 
list" to aid in design concept. The financial discussion 
went over estimates of the cost of the project, where 
the funds will come from, and how to get started. An 
action plan was discussed. 

A report from the Social Services Department for 
this meeting stated, “The Town of Agawam currently 
has over 6,340 seniors residing in the community. The 
capacity of the Senior Center is 185 individuals.” 

The report, submitted by Gail Freeman, deputy 
director, and Madonna McKinley, Outreach Counselor, 
listed some of the educational presentations that have 
been conducted at the Senior Center in the past three 
years, including estate planning, protecting your

assets, fall prevention, bone density testing, chronic 
sinusitis, prescription coverage, diabetic emergen¬ 
cies, plastic surgery, housing options, transportation 
services, legal services, deaf/blind awareness semi¬ 
nar, Secure Horizons, diagnostic imaging, notch baby 
dilemma, circuit breaker, safe driving clinic, healthy 
aging, SHINE representative, assisted living presen¬ 
tation, and other topics. 

Some of the supports and services available 


through the Senior Center are Fuel Assistance 
Program, Food Stamp Program, Friendly Visitor 
Outreach, meal client intake assessments, meal client 
ongoing assessments, monitor safety of 130-plus 
meal clients daily, coordinate client services as need¬ 
ed, supervise intern students from local universities, 
monitor the Agawam SALT committee safety services, 
coordinate annual health expo, SHINE services 
(Serving Health Information Needs of the Elderly), and 
several other programs. 

The report left little doubt that the need for expan¬ 
sion of the Agawam Senior Center is inevitable to 
meet the increasing needs of that segment of the pop¬ 
ulation. 

According to Forastiere, who was chairman of the 
Council on Aging from approximately 1994 to 1999, 
“We recognized that with the population increase, 
there would be a need to expand. Even seven years 
ago, our facility was bursting at the seams. We could 
see an increase of seniors using the Senior Center 
and its services.” 

A building committee was formed in 1994, with 
Forastiere as chairman (with several members of the 
Council on Aging). 

“Our goal was to communicate to the community 
that there was a need to expand the Senior Center. 
Our function was one of public relations, to keep the 
Mayor and Town Council aware that the center was 
valuable to seniors, and to keep the focus on the proj¬ 
ect as a priority,” Forastiere explained. 

“In 2001, Mayor Cohen asked us to create an ad 
hoc committee about a new Senior Center with three 
members from the Council on Aging and three from 
the Housing Authority. I served as chairman, investi-

gating and recommending to the town the feasibility of 
building a new Senior Center or expanding the exist¬ 
ing one. 

“We recommended we should expand the existing 
center and bring it from 10,000 square feet to 20,000 
square feet. This would house the activities of the 
Senior Center as well as the Housing Authority 
offices. We have negotiated and drafted a new lease, 
to be reviewed by the town and then, hopefully, to be 
voted on by the council," Forastiere continued. 

“If approved, the plans will involve moving forward, 
getting an architect to design the addition, expanded 
parking, and an entrance directly from Main Street.” 

To date, the Town Council has tabled the issue to 
purchase property where the Dalton Funeral Home 
used to be. This will result in an entrance from Main 
Street leading directly to the proposed expanded 
Senior Center and would preserve parking in the back 
for tenants of Meadowbrook Manor and employees of 
the Senior Center and the Housing Authority, said 
Forastiere. 

The ActionPlan will be to expand the Building 
Committee with Forastiere remaining as chairman, to 
create a fundraising committee with Town Councilor 
Anthony Bonavita as chairman that will raise funds 
needed for the center, and to continue to advocate for 
construction as soon as it is feasible. 

“It’s a wonderful project,” Forastiere said. “I am 
thrilled to have been part of it. It's kind of a dream that 
we have come this far, where the possibility of land 
being purchased and expansion of the Senior Center 
is close to becoming a reality.” 

Mayor Richard Cohen told us, “The council has 
tabled the resolution to authorize the demolition of the 
house at 945 Main Street to allow for the expansion 
project. They will be voting on it at the October 7th 
meeting. The expansion of the Senior Center is long 
overdue and is a project our seniors truly deserve. I 
wilt do whatever I can to see that it moves forward."

The Internet and the invention of the personal com¬ 
puter are perhaps the most significant creations of the 
20th century, offering unprecedented communication 
tools that link families and friends around the world. It 
provides users access to an incredible volume of 
information and is an invaluable tool of the academic 
and business world. 

The Internet can also be a seedy and dangerous 
place for people of all ages, especially children and 
teens. 

“Internet users enjoy anonymity and that is some¬ 
thing that predators crave,” said Chief Robert D. 
Campbell of Agawam, who is also the President of the 
Massachusetts Chiefs of Police Association. “A child 
doesn’t always know with whom he or she is interact¬ 
ing, and that is why it can be so dangerous. Unless it’s 
a school friend ora relative, they really can’t be sure.” 

Considering that 25 percent of kids on-line partici¬ 
pate in real-time chat rooms and 13 million use instant 
messaging (IM), the risks of such children interacting 
- either knowingly or unknowingly - with a predator is 
alarming. 

According to the Journal of the American Medical 
Association (JAMA), 89 percent of sexual solicitations 
were made in either chat rooms or instant messages, 
and one in five youths (ages 10 to 17) has been sex¬ 
ually solicited on-line. 

“It’s easy to think of pedophiles as loitering in play¬ 
grounds and other places where children play,” said 
Chief Campbell, “but because of the way the Internet 
works, children can easily be interacting on their 
home computers with predators posing as children.” 

The Police Chiefs of Massachusetts wish to offer 
these safety tips to parents and children, and urge 
parents to report any suspicious activities: 

Tips For Children And Teens 


* Never give out personal information (such as 
name, age, address, phone number, school, town, 
password, schedule, your picture) or fill out question¬ 
naires or any forms on-line. This includes chat rooms, 
instant messages, surfing the Net and entering con¬ 
tests, or registering for clubs on-line. 

* Never meet in person with anyone you have met 
on-line without Mom and/or Dad's presence. 

* Do not enter a chat room without Mom and/or 
Dad’s presence or supervision. Some “kids” you meet 
in chat rooms may not really be kids; they may be 
adults with bad intentions. Remember, people may 
not be who they say they are. 

* Be suspicious of anyone who tries to turn you 
against your parents, teachers, or friends. 

* Don’t give out your password to anyone except 
your parents - not even to your friends. 

* Follow your family’s rules for on-line safety at 
home, at school, at the library, or at a friend or rela¬ 
tive’s house. 

* Do not engage in an on-line conversation that 
makes you feel uncomfortable. Log off and tell your 
parents. If you get such a message, DO NOT 
respond. Instead, show it to your parents and let them 
handle it. 

* Never respond to or send an e-mail or instant 
message to a stranger, or accept e-mails, enclosures, 
links, URLs, or other things on-line from people you 
don’t know. Talk to your parents first so they can 
check it out. 

Tips For Adults 

* Place your computer in an area of your home 
where you can easily monitor your child’s Internet 
activity.

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Melconian announces Dept, of 
Revenue tax amnesty program 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue (DOR) is 
implementing a tax amnesty program recently passed 
by the Legislature. 

This program allows those who have overdue tax 
obligations to resolve their accounts without incurring 
any penalty charges or paying any interest on those 
penalty charges. 

“The tax amnesty program is a win-win for delin¬ 
quent taxpayers and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts,” Senator Melconian said. “Those who 
owe back taxes have the opportunity to pay off what 
they owe without incurring any penalties, and the 
state will receive millions of owed dollars to fund 
social service programs.” 

The tax amnesty program will run from October 1, 
2002 to December 2, 2002. The program is open to 
anyone who has failed to file a Massachusetts tax 
return, has underreported income or receipts, has 
overstated deductions, or has an outstanding state 
tax liability. Taxpayers who are already in a payment 


agreement with the DOR and have been deemed 
responsible for business taxes are also eligible. 
Those taxpayers in bankruptcy should consult their 
legal counsel and the DOR in order to determine if 
they are eligible for this program. 

Taxpayers who have already signed a settlement 
agreement are not eligible to participate. Taxpayers 
must pay all of their outstanding taxes within the two- 
month program period to receive amnesty on their 
penalties. This type of tax amnesty program has not 
been made available to taxpayers since 1984. 

Those taxpayers who do not participate in the 
amnesty program will have to contend with a sophis¬ 
ticated new tax database that will be implemented by 
the DOR after the end of the amnesty program. This 
new data warehousing system compliles tax records 
from hundreds of sources, allowing the DOR to more 
effectively track down delinquent taxpayers.

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Dr. Czajkowski to bring finalist for 
Special Ed. post to School Committee

The search for the Agawam School Department’s 
Special Education director has been continued into a 
second round, but Dr. Mary Czajkowski, 
Superintendent of Schools, expects to bring forth a 
candidate at the October 8th School Committee meet¬ 
ing for approval. The first finalist, chosen from two 
applicants, faxed a letter of withdrawal which was 
read at the August 27th School Committee meeting 
that prevented the anticipated voting from taking 
place. 

Dr. Czajkowski recently told The AAN that she 
reopened the search, posting the position on August 
28th with a closing date for applications of September 
12th. 

“There were a total of nine applicants,” Dr. 
Czajkowski said. “But two of them missed the appli¬ 
cation deadline and we were unable to consider 
them.” 

The same search committee that assessed the ini¬ 
tial round of applicants also served to evaluate the 
second group of candidates, with the exception of one 
member, School Committee member Susan Dawson, 
who resigned from the committee for personal and 
professional reasons. 

The search committee chairperson was Kathy 
McSweeney, assistant principal of Agawam High 
School. The remainder of the committee included a 
parent of a child with special needs, Carol Pietroniro; 
an educational team leader from Special Education, 
Barbara Connery; a Special Education teacher, Ann 
Boskiewicz; Clark School Principal Sandra Howard; 
Assistant Superintendent of Curriculum and 
Instruction William Sapelli; Junior High Principal Kevin 
Littlefield; Special Education attorney Peter Smith; 
School Committee member Rosemary Sandlin; and 
Acting Special Education Director Nancy Curtis. 

Dr. Czajkowski remarked, “We have been fortunate 
that Nancy Curtis agreed to extend her contract with 
us. She has a wealth of experience, having worked 
with several of the surrounding school districts as an 
interim director ever since she retired." 

The search committee interviewed all of the appli¬ 
cants for the position, meeting with four of them on 
September 19th and three of them on September 
20th, Dr. Czajkowski said. “The School Committee 
recommended three candidates, and during the week 
of September 23rd, I conducted one-to-one interviews 
with these three finalists,” she added. 

During the week of September 30th, Kathy 
McSweeney, Rosemary Sandlin, Nancy Curtis, and 
Dr. Czajkowski have conducted site visits to the 


school districts of the three semifinalist candidates for 
the position. 

“The finalists range from very experienced to very 
little experience working in a school district,” noted Dr. 
Czajkowski. “Ail of them are extremely knowledgeable 
regarding Special Education law, and all of them have 
participated in audits in Special Education,” she 
added. 

If the School Committee votes to hire the proposed 
candidate, Dr. Czajkowski expects to extend the con¬ 
tract for Mrs. Curtis through mid-November. 

“As it stands now, her contract will end October 
31st,” Dr. Czajkowski said. “But we want to give the 
finalist a chance to give a 30-day notice to the previ¬ 
ous employer. That’s the way things are usually 
done.”

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Melconian calls for 
open discussion 
on budget crisis 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) called for an open, honest, and frank dis¬ 
cussion to deal with the state's budget crisis in light of 
poor first-quarter revenues collections. 

“We cannot find solutions to our budget crisis using 
a narrow-minded, straightjacket approach," said 
Melconian. “We need a $350 million solution that 
addresses both alternative revenue and spending 
options, not a knee-jerk reaction every fiscal quarter." 

In the view of business leaders and economists, 
the state will not attain the projected 2.4 percent rev¬ 
enue growth used to balance the fiscal year 2003 
state budget. As a result, the Swift Administration 
plans to make additional cuts to this year’s budget 
that may total $350 million. 

“$350 million in further cuts to social services can¬ 
not be implemented without ripping into the heart and 
social fabric of the working middle class,” cautioned 
Melconian. 

“The state has already scraped the bottom of the 
bucket in order to provide essential services to our cit¬ 
izens, such as education for our children, health care

Sprinklers provide protection in your home

The vast majority of people who die in fires in the 
United States are children and the elderly, both of 
whom are often unable to escape on their own.

The combined new technol¬ 
ogy of a quick-response sprinkler head, the reduced 
expense of installation, the use of plastic pipes, and 
the ability to blend the sprinkler into the decor of a

Research shows an accidental discharge due to a 
manufacturing defect is one in 16,000,000 sprinklers 
per year in service.

Sprinkler heads are designed to react to tem¬ 
peratures in each room individually. Normally, only the 
sprinkler over the fire will activate. 

* If the sprinkler system activates, will my 
house sustain severe water damage? Tests show 
that damage caused by water from a sprinkler is much 
less than damage caused by fire department hose 
streams. 

* Aren’t sprinklers too expensive to install? A 

2,000-square-foot home under construction can be 
protected by a sprinkler system costing as little as 
$1,500 to $2,000. 

As an added bonus, most insurance companies 
offer a sizeable discount for coverage of homes with 
sprinkler systems.

* Regularly ask your kids about their on-line friends 
and activities. 

* Be present in the room so you can monitor the 
screen and your child’s IM. 

* Do not permit your child to have an on-line pro¬ 
file, which serves as a lightning rod for predators. 
With this restriction, he or she will not be listed in 
directories and is less likely to be approached in chat 
rooms where pedophiles often search for prey. 

* Be aware that when anyone enters a chat room, 
their e-mail can end up on a spammer’s list. This 
means that participating in chat rooms can increase 
the likelihood that you will begin receiving unsolicited 
pornographic e-mail. 

* Consider investing in protective software. Ask 
your Internet service provider or local software retail¬ 
er for suggestions, or visit an Internet search engine 
and conduct a keywood search for “blocking and fil¬ 
tering software.”

School. She could not wait for her mother to get to the 
hospital, so she was born in the house in which she 
grew up at 1208 Liberty Street. This house became 
her family’s first restaurant, called Nino's Tavern, and 
was later purchased by Channel 40. 

During the family’s transition to Agawam, where 
they opened the magnificent Federal Hill Club on 
Cooper Street, they still lived at 1208 Liberty Street 
and her parents commuted. 

Her father, Raymond Moretti, was described in an 
article in Business Digest , September 1988, as “a 
large gentleman, elegantly dressed in a black tuxedo 
... (who would) lumber over to each group of patrons 
and, in a continental accent and dulcet tones, begin 
the recitation of that evening’s bill of fare.” Vava’s 
mother was Maddelena. Her sister, Diamma Moretti 
Rossi, was married to the late Gino Rossi, owner of 
Gino's Package Store on Walnut Street Extension. 
Diamma did all the baking for the Federal Hill Club 
while raising a family of four children, while Vava 
worked for over 20 years as secretary for Russell B. 
Neff, president and chairman of the Board of the for¬ 
mer Third National Bank in downtown Springfield. 

Vava had a brother, Feo, who became assistant 
manager of the Federal Hill Club, but who passed 
away at the age of 37 after having heart surgery. The 
Federal Hill Club officially closed in December 1996 
because of the changes in the economic landscape of 
the area. They were noted for their tradition of fine din¬ 
ing. 

The Agawam Italian Sister City Commission was 
conceived by Euliano, Anthony Bonavita, and John 
Negrucci in order to establish a cultural connection 
with a carefully-selected city in Italy. That city turned 
out to be Reggio Calabria, from whence many of 
Agawam’s Italian people originated. 

Amici Italiani and the selection of Vava Moretti is 
one of several unique accomplishments conceived by 
the Sister City Commission. Other events to their 
credit have included a visit from dignitaries from 
Reggio Calabria, who were treated with honor and 
brought to several special events, and a group tour 
undertaken by a contingent of Agawam people to 
Reggio Calabria, where they were welcomed and also

treated as respected guests. 

Another of the achievements of the Sister City 
Commission was to arrange an internship in Agawam 
for a student from Reggio Calabria. 

In the event of rain on Saturday, Amici Italiani will 
be held on Sunday. Euliano told The Agawam 
Advertiser News, “Along with Vava Moretti, there will 
be 23 crafters and a magic show on the lawn of the 
Captain Charles Leonard House lawn from 12:00 
noon-1:00 p.m. I will also be bringing in animated 
characters from Six Flags, although I don't know 
which characters yet. 

“From 3:00-4:00 p.m., we will introduce our Grand 
Marshall, Vava Moretti. Many dignitaries will speak 
during this time. We really want this event to be an 
exciting community event and we hope to engender 
greater cultural connections within our community. 
That is what the Sister City Commission is about.” 

There were three co-chairpersons who steered the 
Amici Italiani Festival to its completion: Anthony 
Bonavita, Sylvia Deliso, and John Negrucci.

Living up to our lull potential 



One of the greatest fears any parent has is that 
their children will not live up to their full potential. This 
is true whether the parent hails from the top or the bot¬ 
tom of the socioeconomic ladder, or somewhere in 


between. 

As a matter of fact, it may be even more true of par¬ 
ents from the upper income groups, because they 
have more means from which their children can draw 


upon. 

It seems that God, who calls Himself our Heavenly 
Father, has the same concerns for the people He has 
made. That would be each and every one of us! It may 
surprise some people to know that not only does God 
love each of us beyond our wildest imaginations, He 
has great hopes for us as well. 

Speaking through the prophet Jeremiah, God said 
to the people of Israel, “For I know the plans I have 
for you, says the LORD, plans for welfare and not 
for evil, to give you a future and a hope.” 

That promise applies to us today, as well. 

Even though God is all powerful, He suffers from 
disappointment. God’s greatest disappointment is that 
some people fail, or refuse to respond, affirmatively to 
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another, and stoned another. Again he sent other 
servants, more than the first; and they did the 
same to them. Afterward he sent his son to them, 
saying, They will respect my son.’ But when the 
tenants saw the son, they said to themselves, 
This is the heir; come, let us kill him and have his 
inheritance.’ And they took him and cast him out 
of the vineyard, and killed him.” 

In Jesus’ parable, one can easily discern that the 
son to whom He referred is Himself, and that Jesus 
was also hinting that ultimately He would be killed. It 
is also fairly apparent that the other servants that 
Jesus referred to were the prophets of the Old 
Testament era. 

Neither of these stories end here, however. In both 
commentaries about God's disappointment, at some 
point He makes a decision; a decision which does not 
favor those who refused or failed to live up to God's 
aspirations for them by not responding to His great 
love for them. 

God's lament through the prophet Isaiah continued. 

And now, O inhabitants of Jerusalem and men of 
Judah, judge, I pray you, between me and my 
vineyard. What more was there to do for my vine¬ 
yard, that I have not done in it? When I looked for 
it to yield grapes, why did it yield wild grapes? 
And now I will tell you what I will do to my vine¬ 
yard. I will remove its hedge, and it shall be 
devoured; I will break down its wall, and it shall be 
trampled down.

His love. 

He spoke plaintively about this disappointment 
through the prophet Isaiah. Let me sing for my 
beloved a love song concerning his vineyard: My 
beloved had a vineyard on a very fertile hill. He 
digged it and cleared it of stones, and planted it 
with choice vines; he built a watchtower in the 
midst of it, and hewed out a wine vat in it; and he 
looked for it to yield grapes, but it yielded wild 
grapes. 

Jesus reiterated God's disappointment that some 
people refuse or fail to respond to His great love for us 
with a parable, in which He picked up on the vineyard 
theme. 

“Hear another parable. There was a household¬ 
er who planted a vineyard, and set a hedge around 
it, and dug a wine press in it, and built a tower, and 
let it out to tenants, and went into another coun¬ 
try. When the season of fruit drew near, he sent 
his servants to the tenants, to get his fruit; and the 
tenants took his servants and beat one, killed

“When therefore the owner of the vineyard 
comes, what will he do to those tenants?” They 
said to him, “He will put those wretches to a mis¬ 
erable death, and let out the vineyard to other ten¬

scriptures: 'The very stone which the builders 
rejected has become the head of the corner; this 
was the Lord’s doing, and it is marvelous in our 
eyes’? Therefore I tell you, the kingdom of God 
will be taken away from you and given to a nation 
producing the fruits of it. ”

Each of us can live up to God’s aspirations for us 
by embracing Jesus Christ as our Savior and Lord, 
and then yielding ourselves to the Holy Spirit; press¬ 
ing on toward the goal for the prize of the upward 
call of God in Christ Jesus.

Paying off your student 
loan (Part 2 of 2) 

In addition to the new interest rate, you will want to 
consider the repayment method for the consolidated 
loan. There are four methods of repayment: 

* Standard repayment - balance must be paid off 
within 10 years. 

* Extended repayment - payments are stretched 
over 12 to 30 years. 

* Graduated repayment - stretches payment over 
an extended period of time; however, the payment 
amount increases. 

* Income-contingent repayment - monthly pay¬ 
ments are based on what the borrower can afford. 

If you decide to stretch your payments beyond the 
standard 10 years, be aware that you will be paying 
more in total interest over time. However, if stretching 
the payments allows you to contribute more to sav¬ 
ings (such as buying a house) or if you are in a cash 
flow crunch, it may be a reasonable trade-off. 

Additionally, student loans have no repayment 
penalties, so it may make sense to stretch out the 
repayment over a longer period but pay off the bal¬ 
ance early if possible. This option allows you to pay 
back the money over a long period of time. However, 
if you have the cash flow, you should consider paying 
off the loan earlier than required to save money on the

Grill away!!! 


Fall is here, and winter isn't far behind. However, 
don’t worry! Cooking on the grill isn’t just for summer 
anymore. 

With the popularity of gas grills, lots of us use the 
grill year-round. Whether you're using a gas or char¬ 
coal grill, food preparation is easier and more fun if 
the grill is clean and properly maintained. 

Before you light the barbecue, spray the rack liber¬ 
ally with a non-stick cooking spray. Food won’t stick, 
and clean-up will be a lot easier. 

If the grill surface is caked with baked-on food, 
wrap the rack in heavy-duty aluminum foil (dull side 
facing out). Heat the grill to high, and place the 
wrapped rack over the flame (or coals) for 12-15 min¬ 
utes. When the rack is cool, remove the foil. All the 
burned-on grease and food will fall away, leaving the 
grill rack spotless and ready to grill again. 

Immediately after you’ve removed the cooked food 
from the grill, make a ball of aluminum foil and scrub 
the warm rack. Take care not to burn your fingers. If 
you use permanent briquettes in your grill, you can 
clean them by flipping them over and letting the grill 
burn for about 15 minutes with the cover closed. 

Before you set a pan on the grill to warm barbecue 
sauce or other food, rub the bottom of the pan with a 
bar of soap. The soot will be easier to clean off later. 

Putting the grill rack in the tub is a popular way to 
clean it, but then you're faced with cleaning the tub, 
too. This alternative to the bathtub is very effective: 
Moisten paper towels with undiluted household 
ammonia, then lay them on both sides of the grill rack. 
Put the rack in a large garbage bag, seal it, and leave 
it overnight. The next day, open the bag carefully, and 
away from your face (because it stinks). Wipe the grill 
rack with the paper towels in the bag, then wash with 
soapy water and rinse. 

Don’t forget to clean the outside of the grill. Use 
paper towels and a product called Go-Jo Waterless 
Hand Cleaner. Work the cleaner into the metal, pay¬ 
ing particular attention to the areas where grease or 
food has dripped. Do not rinse. Instead, buff the sur¬ 
face to a shine with paper towels. 

If your grill has a window, clean the interior surface 
of the glass with oven cleaner. Spray the cleaner on, 
wait a few minutes, and wipe clean. The outside of the 
glass will also clean well with Go-Jo Waterless Hand 
Cleaner.

court hearings related to the abusive partner. 

Fourth, the law addresses an issue which had pre¬ 
viously resulted in a denial of unemployment benefits. 
In order to qualify for unemployment benefits, individ¬ 
uals must show that they are “able and available” for 
new employment. The new law modifies this require¬ 
ment by limiting availability for new work to availabili¬ 
ty for work that is “suitable.” 

Fifth, the bill makes it easier in two ways for domes¬ 
tic violence survivors to participate in required job 
training while collecting unemployment benefits. It 
tolls the requirement that an individual must apply for 
approved training within the first 15 weeks of the 


unemployment claim if the delay is related to address¬ 
ing the effects of domestic violence; and it enables 
individuals ,who are participating in subsidized day 
care to retain their day care slots while awaiting place¬ 
ment in training. 

Finally, the new law requires formal training on 
issues of domestic violence for all senior manage¬ 
ment personnel of the unemployment agency and all 
other agency staff who interact with claimants.

October is National PSP Month

The month of October has been designated as 
National Progressive Supranuclear Palsy Month. Few 
people had ever heard of the rare neurodegenerative 
disease called Progressive Suprenuclear Palsy 
(PSP), and - as a matter of fact - many members of 
the medical community are unaware of the condition. 
People diagnosed with it often know nothing about the 
disorder. My mother was one of those people. When 
she began to have various symptoms (eventually 
diagnosed as PSP), she went futilely from physician 
to physician, looking for an answer. Eventually, she 
did get a diagnosis and we were lucky enough to be 
put in touch with the PSP Society at John Hopkins 
University Hospital; we were also referred to the 
National Institute for Health (NIH), where research 


was being done on the disorder. 

Even though we received information on the most 
updated research and treatment, the journey through 
PSP is a tortured one that leads to nowhere. PSP is a 
rare neurological disease that affects a very small por¬ 
tion of the adult population (approximately 20,000 
people in the United States have been diagnosed) 
and was not even known until 1964. The most com¬ 
mon first symptoms are dizziness, loss of balance, 
stiffness, and awkwardness in walking, causing unex¬ 
plained falls backwards. Patients with PSP will even¬ 
tually begin to have mental changes (such as forget¬ 
fulness and changes in personality) and trouble with 
eyesight and slurred speech.

What can be done to reduce the 
thickness of a pair of eyeglasses? 

(Part 2 of 3) 

Last week, I wrote about the advantages of a 
smaller frame when trying to reduce the thickness 
and weight of a pair of eyeglasses as well as improv¬ 
ing their looks. Just as important as the size is the 
shape and type of frame used to put your lenses into. 

Rimless frames that have any or all of the lens 
unprotected are not preferable for heavy prescrip¬ 
tions. For nearsighted patients, having the edge 
thickness showing will display the very part of the 
lens you are trying to hid. For farsighted wearers, the 
edges must be at least a certain thickness to conform 
to ANSI standards and will, therefore, increase the 
center thickness, creating the magnified look of the 
eye. 

Choosing the contemporary look of the small, 
heavy, plastic frames as opposed to thin, wire frames, 
will help hide excess thickness. 

When choosing the shape of a frame, it is impor¬ 
tant to select a frame with minimal angles or odd 
shapes. Drawing attention to the edges of the frames 
is not suggested. Rectangles with soft corners or 
round and oval shapes work best to disguise the 
thickness in lenses.

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Unfortunately, as the word “progressive” implies, 
the early symptoms get worse. As imbalance and 
overall body stiffness worsen, walking and other 
movements become difficult (if not impossible). 
Problems with the eyes will worsen (including abnor¬ 
mal eyelid movement), as well as difficulties in 
speech. 

Because of these problems with speech and the 
eyes, as well as accompanying personality and 
behavioral changes, the PSP patient often gives the 
impression of drunkenness or senility. However, nei¬ 
ther is true. 

Further in the progression of PSP, swallowing 
becomes more difficult and choking can occur on 
even the softest of foods and liquids. Small amounts 
of food and drink dripping into the lungs can cause 
pneumonia; in fact, this is the most common cause of 
death in PSP. 

A patient in the latter stages of PSP will require full¬ 
time care as their body becomes fully ravaged by the 
effects of the disease. They will become wheelchair- 
bound and/or bedridden. They will be unable to care 
for themselves and require a gastrostomy for feeding. 
Some families will opt to provide this care at home. 
Other families will choose nursing home care. 
Regardless of a family’s choice, sufferers and care¬ 
givers of PSP patients will oftentimes feel lonely and 
isolated. 

At present, there is no treatment that can reverse 
the effects of PSP disease. However, the NIH and 
other research centers are coming close in better 
understanding what causes the condition. They have 
isolated a gene involved with PSP and are looking for 
medications to help slow down the course of PSP 
and/or to reverse its effects. 

Although a variety of medications and other forms 
of therapy have been tried, no long-term treatment (to 
date) has proven effective. Because PSP is a rare 
disease, there is often a delay before the diagnosis is 
made. Without an early diagnosis and adequate infor¬ 
mation, families cannot anticipate the future course of 
the disease and, therefore, are unable to plan. 

PSP is a devastating illness for the PSP sufferer 
and for their family. If you know of a person with PSP, 
urge them to contact the PSP Society in Baltimore, 
Maryland and offer that family as much support as 
you can. I will wear the PSP “Butterfly" during October 
in honor of my mother, who for many years quietly 
and courageously fought the ravages of PSP, and in 
the hope that a cause and cure for PSP will be found 
soon.

Answer: Football is one of the roughest, toughest 
sports, and it attracts thousands of youngsters each 
fall. Unfortunately, the thrills it generates for specta¬ 
tors, and glory for the players, are often accompanied 
by injuries with long-lasting consequences. 

An injury on the football field is very often the same 
type as that received in an auto crash. The body is 
frequently struck or badly jarred. Joints are often 
pushed beyond their limits. Vertebrae in the neck or 
back can be misplaced or sometimes fractured.

et subsidy program for school-age children. 

Last year, the Agawam Cultural Council awarded 
over 30 grants totaling about $20,000. Last year’s 
recipients included the upcoming Amici Festival, a 
local filmmaker, and a concert pianist (among many 
others). While this year’s awards will be reduced due 
to budget cuts, some grant funds remain available. 

The local Cultural Council Program is a grant pro¬ 
gram of the Massachusetts Cultural Council (MCC), a 
state agency.

Brushing up 
with bruscetta... 

Almost everyone has had this Italian toast appetiz¬ 
er. The usual way you will see this served is with the 
chopped tomato, onion, and garlic mix. Let’s think 
about different ways of serving this nice addition to 
any meal. 

In regards to a cold and hot mixture, I served this at 
a recent dinner that I helped coordinate at the Union 
Grill in downtown Springfield. For a mushroom 
bruscetta, you use four or five different mushrooms; 
we used crimini, oyster, porcini, button, and shitake. 

To start off with the toast, you will need a loaf of 
good Italian bread. Slice and spread with garlic and a 


little olive oil. Run this under the broiler to toast just a 
little to give some crunch. For your “shrooms,” chop 
and measure 3 C. To this, add 1 C of coarsely 
chopped shallots. Saute the shallots and mushrooms 
in just a touch of butter. 

When they have cooked out most of the liquid and 
have started to really soften, add your seasonings - a 
little salt & pepper. Now, add in a TB or 2 of finely 
chopped sage. Pour in 2 C heavy cream and 1 C pale 
ale from the Berkshire Brewing Co. (Yes, it is available 
at Kappy’s Liquors.) 

Allow the cream and beer to reduce and simmer 
into the “shrooms.” Remove the mushrooms after 3 or 
4 minutes. Now, reduce the the sauce until it's rich 
and thickened. 

Reintroduce the mushroom mix. Sprinkle the toast 
with a bit of Parmesan cheese and spoon on the 
mushroom mix. 

Now, sprinkle with a bit of mozzarella and place 
back under the broiler to bubble up the cheese and 
serve immediately. You’d better make extra because 
they will want seconds on this one. Serve with a mug 
of BBC India Pale Ale with your appetizer. 

Another good, hot bruscetta is made with spinach 


and artichoke hearts. Use the same amounts and, 
yes, still use the shallots. To this, add 1/4 C Feta 
cheese and 1/4 C Asagio cheese. 

No beer here; use a Chablis. Try experimenting 
with different mixtures. If they are not as good as oth¬ 
ers, then simply do not remake them. 

Life is an adventure and so is cooking, so live life to 
the fullest. Remember, it is not the food or drink that’s 
most important, but the company you keep!

Share or beware 

So many times youngsters come into my office and 
register a complaint. They might be upset with their 
parents, perhaps they are upset with a friend, or per¬ 
haps it's a teacher with whom they are upset. 

Whatever ... their complaints vary, but invariably 
one of my responses remains constant, Did you talk 
to him about it? Does he know how you feel?” And 
you know what? Invariably, the student’s response is 
the same - “No." And then I respond, “And why not? 
After all, no one is a mind reader. If you choose not to 
share your concerns with the person who has caused 
them, then how is that person to know what is trou¬ 
bling you?” Duh... 

Without any one of us knowing what is troubling a 
person concerning our actions, we are unable to con¬ 
front that action and change it. Then the problem is 
left out there to intensify and we are left in the dark as 
to why the person is so upset with us. The gulf 
widens, anger may mount, and we have no clue what 
is going on. 

Be it a school or home issue, it is so important to 
discuss it, to let the other person hear what is trou¬ 
bling you. Maybe your perception of the situation is all 
wrong; maybe the one with whom you have an issue 
did not mean what he was saying in the light in which 
you took it. But only by sharing your thoughts can the 
other person respond. Also, if, in fact, the other per¬ 
son is really wrong, he can find out why he is wrong, 
work through the issue with you, and then change his 
actions. 

You know, everyone is unique. Sometimes we can 
voice an opinion to one person who handles it well, 
but then when we voice the same opinion to another 
person, that other person becomes offended. So It’s 
important to know how each person feels. 

I find the best policy is to voice our thoughts. Let 
people in ... and this goes for the sender and the 
receiver, for the perpetrator and for the victim. 
Otherwise, we enable the situation not only to contin¬ 
ue, but also to escalate.

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Survey reveals colleges want more 
than just high test scores 


College-bound students are being turned away 
from the schools of their choice in record numbers. 
Colleges blame this situation on an unusually large 
number of qualified applicants, and the trend isn’t like¬ 
ly to reverse any time soon. 

This year, high schools graduated one of the 
largest senior classes in history and a record 63 per¬ 
cent of them will go on to college. With all of these 
qualified applicants, educational consultants stress 
the importance of knowing exactly what admission 
representatives are looking for. 

In a recent survey, the members of the 
Independent Educational Consultants Association 
(IECA) ranked the qualities that colleges look for in an 
applicant. According to Mark Sklarow, Executive 
Director of IECA, “Our members have found that while 
colleges used to search for the well-rounded student, 
colleges now seek outstanding students who will help 
shape a well-rounded student body." 

Comparing this year’s results to a 1996 survey of 
IECA members, there are several notable differences. 
Test scores, for example, dropped from among the 
most important qualifications to midway on the list. 
Outside school activities, like community service and 
work experience, also fell in the ranking. Rising on the 
IECA list was a student’s special talents or experi¬ 
ences. 

The Top 10 Things Colleges Want in 2002 

1. A high school curriculum that challenges the 
student. 

Students should demonstrate a willingness to chal¬ 
lenge themselves with a rigorous program of studies. 
Academically successful students should include sev¬ 
eral Honors, I.B. and/or Advanced Placement classes. 

2. Grades that represent strong effort and an 
upward trend. 

Grades should show an upward trend over the 
years. However, slightly lower grades in a rigorous 
program are preferred to all A’s in less challenging 
courseworV.. 

These top two characteristics have remained 
unchanged in the ranking for five years. 

3. A well-written essay that provides insight 
into the student’s unique personality, values, and 
goals. 

The application essay should be thoughtful and 
highly personal. It should demonstrate careful and 
well-constructed writing. 

The essay moved up considerably on the list from 
seventh place on the last survey. 

4. Passionate involvement in a few activities, 
demonstrating leadership and initiative. 

Depth, not breadth, of experience is most impor¬ 
tant. 

Unchanged from the last survey. 

5. Solid scores on standardized tests (SAT, 


ACT). 

These should be consistent with high school per¬ 
formance. 

The importance of test scroes dropped from 
extremely to moderately important. 

6. Special talents or experiences that contribute 
to a well-rounded student body. 

Anything that makes a student unique which adds 
to the diversity of the campus. 

This characteristic is an evolution of the lOth-place 
characteristic, “Anything special that makes the stu¬ 
dent stand out from the rest of the applicants,” that 
appeared on the last survey. 

7. Letters of recommendation from teachers 
and guidance counselor that give evidence of 
integrity, special skills, and positive character 
traits. 

Students should request recommendations from 
teachers who respect their work in an academic disci¬ 
pline. 

Recommendations from teachers/counselors 
moved from eighth-place to seventh. 

8. Demonstrated enthusiasm often exhibited in 
an interview, towards attending the college. 

Colleges want to know, if they offer admittance, that 
the student will choose to go there. 

Commitment to attending debuted on the list this 
year. 

9. Out-of-school experiences, including work 
and community service, that illustrate responsi¬ 
bility, dedication, and development of areas of 
interest. 

Work or other meaningful use of free time can 
demonstrate maturity. 

Work and volunteerism dropped from fifth on the 
last survey. 

10. Supplemental recommendations by adults 
who have had significant direct contact with the 
student. 

Letters from coaches or supervisors in long-term 
work or volunteer activities are valuable; however, 
recommendations from casual acquaintances or fam¬ 
ily friends, even if they are well-known, are rarely 
given much weight. 

Supplemental recommendations dropped slightly 
from the last survey.

Most times I find that 
there was just a big misunderstanding; however, 
some times I do find that the utterances were indeed 
hurtful and an apology is in order. At the end of the 
session, both parties seem relieved and life resumes 
without this big problem looming forth. 

So, when a situation arises, don't just tell a third 
party about it; either deal with the person directly or at 
least ask the third party to hold a meeting with you 
and the troubled person in order to work out the 
seemingly difficult, negative, and nagging problem.

Nourishing environment - 
babies and toddlers 

Babies and toddlers are working on two important 
tasks during their first couple of years. These include 
forming attachments/building relationships and learn¬ 
ing to communicate. 

To support the forming of a relationship, a caretak¬ 
er needs to be warm and interesting to the baby, be 
responsive to the baby’s needs, and pay attention to 
the baby's patterns and emerging temperment. This 
caretaker needs to become adept at reading and 
responding selectively and appropriately to the baby’s 
signals to support the development of self-manage¬ 
ment and attachment. 

This can be accomplished by setting aside time 
when you are not preoccupied or distracted for just 
enjoying getting to know your baby. Make eye contact, 
talk, nuzzle, and stay engaged. Support your baby’s 
explorations right from the beginning as they explore 
your face. Respond to your baby in an empathic man¬ 
ner. Empathy is the identification with or vicarious 
experiencing of feelings, thoughts, etc. of another. 
(For example, “You look sleepy, happy, hungry...’’) 
Provide new experiences to stimulate all of the baby's 
senses. 

You can stimulate vision with mobiles and posters 
that have strong, clear patterns and later, with pat¬ 
terns and color. You can stimulate hearing with sooth¬ 
ing music played from a windup box, records, tapes, 
or CDs and/or by singing/humming. You can stimulate 
all the senses by exposing your baby every week or 
two to interesting objects with different colors, sounds, 
shapes, textures, and smells. The idea here is to intro¬ 
duce new experiences, not drill or teach. As the baby 
gets a little older, make color boxes, texture boxes, 
smell boxes, sound boxes, shape boxes, etc. to dis¬ 
cover together. 

As a toddler begins to talk, “No" is often his favorite 
word. At this age, it is often a parent’s favorite word as 
well. Ask youself when you say “No” to a child's 
exploratory drive, is it primarily to keep the child safe 


and healthy or is it to spare yourself of another mess 
to clean up? Too many unnecessary “no’s” can dis¬ 
courage exploration and make a baby/toddler feel like 
he is “bad" when he is merely doing his job of tasting, 
touching, smelling, and seeing all the new things in his 
world. 

Give your baby/toddler lots of physical contact as 
well as comfort him when hurt, frightened, or insecure. 
Read, read, read, and talk, talk, talk.

Boys ’ varsity soccer... 

Big offensive spurt carries 
AHS hooters over Chicopee, 5-2

Remember that old song, “Oh What A Night.” The 
Agawam High boys’ soccer team had such a thing on 
Tuesday (October 1st) at Szot Park when they buried 
Chicopee, 5-2, in what had to be their biggest offen¬ 
sive production of the season. 

The Brownies did it all well: passing, marking, run¬ 
ning, flooding the Pacers’ zone, and the intense effort.

Agawam Coach Jon Cavallo loved it. He knew in 
this one all of their hard work against so many tough 
teams to start the season paid off. 

Okay, it was started off by Ryan Sullivan, Paul 
Pilegi, and Paul Surowiec. They all charged into the 
Pacers’ zone from the opening minute. At 36:41, their 
efforts to lead the Agawam offense had Chicopee 
playing bootball. That strategy helps out a team on the 
ropes. 

So, the Brownie “D" stepped up as they played 
their positions well. That defense was led by Casey 
Federico, Sullivan (always around the ball), and Neil 
Donah. 

With 4:32 gone, Chicopee had a chance. They shot 
big-time from the middle of the Brownies’ box. Another 
Agawam defender, Chris Holl, was there. The senior 
defenseman kicked the missile out of harm’s way that 
saved keeper Alex Seymour. 

Thirty-three minutes were left as both teams settled 
down to midfield soccer. 

Agawam was working the ball all over the Pacers' 
zone. Good dribbling was featured by the Brownie as 
they worked the ball out of their zone. Nick Lyman 
contributed; Sullivan was there; Federico was 
involved; and senior midfielder Mike McGeoghan had 
his game on. 

At the 28:17 mark, Agawam was dominant at mid- 
field. Once again, they were led by Kevin Foley, 
Federico, and Holl. The biggest hustler in the deal 
was Neil Donah, who was big on the left wing. 

Chicopee re sorted to lead passes to penetrate the 
Agawam zone. They were intercepted by Foley, 
Pilegi, and the ever-present Holl. 


Maybe at thet point - when Agawam had old “Mo” 
on its side with 14 minutes left in the half - Chicopee 
had a great chance. They launched a big right-wing 
shot on net. Seymour skied high and hugged it. 

Agawam was taking advantage of some penetra¬ 
tion. At 22:55, they had a direct kick by Donah. It was 
perfect for Federico, who timed and knocked a head¬ 
er just wide off the Pacers' net. 

Chicopee came back. They had a shot from the 
right point to give them a 2-0 shots-on-goal advantage 
early on.

McGeoghan was cruising the right corner. He had 
the eye from Pilegi, who was looking for the shooter 
from his position on the left of the Pacers’ box.

So it was on this 
night; they scored on three passes of 21,53 and nine 
yards and rung up 220 total yards.

Speed, aggressive play trademarks of 
three-sport athlete Mike McGeoghan 


Two goals by senior midfielder Mike McGeoghan 
on Tuesday afternoon led the AHS boys’ varsity soc¬ 
cer team to an important early-season win over 
Chicopee in the Churchill-Moriarty Division. 

Moreover, the victory marched the Brownies to a 4-

He owns an 82.3 grade point average, and 
his course-load for this semester includes advanced 
math, physics (honors), business law, civics (honors), 
English 12, and culinary arts.

“Midfield is simply a lot of running because you 
have to switch from offense to defense or defense to 
offense all the time.

Practice the “flop shot”... 

■From most positions on the course, there will be a 
selection of shots to choose from. But this is not 
always the case. 

You may have to chip over a bunker, for example, 
which will mean very little green to play with. In such 
a situation, you need to play the “flop shot,” which pro¬ 
vides lots of height and a soft landing. It is also a fun 
shot to practice. 

1) Place a ball in light rough where there is a 
bunker between you and the green. Take your most 
lofted club: the sand wedge. 

2) Open your stance so that your feet and body are 
aligned well left of the target. You also need to open 
the clubface so that it is aiming right of the leg. These 
technical adjustments are the same as those you 
would make for a greenside bunker shot. 

3) Make a swing twice as long as you would for a 
shot of the same distance from a good lie on the fair¬ 
way.

“Mr. Touchdown, U.S.A.” (1950)

They always call him Mr. Touchdown. 

They always call him Mr. Team. 

He can run, and kick and throw. 

Give him the ball and just look at him go. 

Hip, hip, hooray for Mr. Touchdown. 

He’s gonna beat ’em today. 

So give a great big cheer 
For the hero of the year, 

Mr. Touchdown, U.S.A. 

During the 1950s, "Mr. Touchdown, U.S.A.” 
became one of the most popular songs to be heard on 
football gridirons all over the country. The custom of 
playing the school “fight song" after touchdowns had 
been firmly established, and this tune made a wel¬ 
come addition to the high school and college bands’ 
repertoire throughout the land. 

We certainly had enough opportunities to play it 
here in Agawam with many years of winning and high- 
scoring teams. The relevance of this song in the his¬ 
tory of Agawam is obvious. It would be nice to recog¬ 
nize the accomplishments of all of the high school 
teams, but this would not be possible even if there 
were a song for every one of the 28 teams currently 
active. However, this number is a natural to have a 
place in the “Coliseum Spectacular,” and we will find a 
way to mention the other programs before all is said 
and done.

The tradition of great football teams in Agawam 
began with Coach Harmon Smith, who started the 
sport at the High School in 1924. They had undefeat¬ 
ed teams in 1927, 1931, 1932, 1934, and 1936, and 
won the Western Massachusetts championships three 
times in 1932, 1934, and 1940. The 1931 team, cap¬ 


tained by Creighton Abrams, was undefeated and 
unscored upon. 

Succeeding Harmon Smith was Coach Harry 
Leonardi, who also had some tremendously success¬ 
ful years. 

In 1957, Jim “Turk” Bruno (who would later become 
Agawam's Superintendent of Schools) became the 
state’s leading scorer with 130 points. He still had one 
game in which he would need four touchdowns to sur¬ 
pass the 152-point figure set by another Agawam 
back, Joe Pisano, in 1941. He ended up scoring 28 
touchdowns in his senior year and held the Western 
Mass, single season scoring record (even though he 
was on the bench during many games because of lop¬ 
sided scoring). 

Five Brownies were selected to the All-Star AA 
Conference First Team, including Bruno, Dick 
Glogowski, Joe Voislow, Joe Rinaldi, and Fred 
Uschman. 

It would take a full book to cite all of the teams over 
the years. The Agawam Town Report featured the 
team in 1966 with 14 pictures. Coach Leonardi had 
five championships, with three in a row in 1964, 1965, 
and 1966. The other two were in 1957 and 1961, and 
included a streak of 26 games without a loss. 

Two appearances were made in the “Peanut Bowl" 
in Georgia, and Agawam won them both against 
strong high school teams from that state. 

Other highlights of the football program include 
Roger Leclerc’s fabeled career at Trinity College 
before playing with the Chicago Bears and the Denver 
Broncos. As a linebacker and kicker, he helped the 
Bears win a National Football League title in the early 
60s. Roger’s oldest son, Ricky, would star at quarter¬ 
back, and another son, Dean, also distinguished him¬ 
self at Northeastern University. 

The third generation of Leclerc boys saw Ricky’s 
son, Rick, at quarterback for Central High School in 
Manchester, New Hampshire, where he was named 
State Player Of The Year for 2,101 passing yards and 
28 touchdowns. He holds the single season and 
career passing yardage records for 4,225 yards, and 
his 47 touchdowns ranked second. 

In recent years, Phil McGeoghan has carried 
Agawam’s football prowess to the Denver Broncos.
